C it y ok Mf x ic o , May 18; h.—A week ago a 
train on the Mexican National Railroad ran 
over and killed a Mexican near Patsecuaro. 
Some friends of the dead man undertook 
to retaliate, and put a big rock on a curve 
in the track. The engine of a passenger 
train struck it, and an American engi­ 
neer was injured and the Mexican fire­ 
man was killed.

C ity of M exico, May 18th.—Minister 
Manning presented President Diaz with 
the request of the American Government 
for the remission of the dealh-sentence on 
the three Mexican officers condemned bv 
court-martial to be shot.

C A L IFO R N IA ’S VICTORY . 
A n Im p o rta n t T ru st C ontided to a C itizen 
of T his State. 
W ashington, May ISth.—The President 
to-day appointed j. L. Rathbone, of San 
Francisco. Consul-General to Paris. The 
fact that California wouid receive this ap­ 
pointment has been indicated in the dis­ 
patches. There has been a long and 
bitter-controversy over this office, and 
every State in the Union presented candi­ 
dates, some of them being distingui«hed 
public men. This is the lirst Consulate- 
General in Europe ever given a Califor­ 
nian.

There 
are 7t Consuls and 13 Vice-Consuls in the 
terri ory over which the Consul-General at 
Paris has jurisdiction. 
r e a s o n s so r t h e a p p o in t m e n t . 
W ashington, May 18th.—[Special.]—The 
appointment of Major J. L. Rathbone, of 
San Francisco, as Consul-General at Paris, 
has dashed to the ground the buoyant 
hopes of about a thousand prominent 
Democratic politicians in different States of 
the L nion. Ex-Senators, ex-Representa­ 
tives, ex-Judges—men who had rendered 
important service to the party in the last 
l’residental campaign—were applicants for 
this position. It is one of the choicest 
offices in the gift of the Government. The 
salary of the place is only $0,000, but tiie 
emoluments of the position are more than 
double the salary. The President had 
delayed filling the office, allowing a 
Republican to hold it two years be­ 
cause there was no intriguing, no blus­ 
ter or nothing of a fight for Major 
Rathbone. It was made in a straightfor­ 
ward, manly, American way. While in 
the army Rathbone had no politics, but in 
1884 he voted and worked hard for Cleve­ 
land. His Democracy was vouched lor by 
John Rosenfeld, I. Gatte, President of the 
Democratic State Club; Senator Hearst, 
Congressman Thompson, John P. Irish, 
Jesse D. Carr and Joseph 4. Donahue. 
Senator Hearst had nothing to do with 
Rathbone’s appointment. He introduced 
the successful candidate to Secretary Bay­ 
ard, and that was all. The President made 
the selection himself. He had given pub­ 
lic positions of prominence to evciy big 
State in the Union excepting California, 
and he desired to pay his respects to the 
Pacific coast. 
Some idea of the value of this po­ 
sition can he formed from the fact 
that ex-Governor Waller, of Connect­ 
icut, who 
worked for Cleveland in 
the last campaign, was given his choice of 
Minister to England or Consul-General to 
London, and he choose the latter. There 
are seven Cousnls-General of the United 
States in all Europe, exclusive of such po­ 
sitions tilled by Ministers resident accred­ 
ited to smaller powers on the continent, 
and of this number Major Iiathbone’s Con­ 
sulate is only second to that of Governor 
Waller. Au idea of the class ot people 
seeking this place may he known when it 
is stated that such men as Sam Carey and 
ex-Representative Lefevre, of Ohio; ex­ 
Senator Williams, of Kentucky ; ex-Kepre- 
sentative Hopkins, of Pennsylvania; ex­ 
Governor English, of Connecticut, and 
ex-Represcntative Tucker, of Virginia, de­ 
sired it. The President has recently given 
Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, Tennes­ 
see, Georgia and other States in the Eási 
prominent Federal offices, aud had he not 
recognized California in this manner it 
would have been a gross oversight. 
The Critic to-night says ; “ Major Rath­ 
bone is well known in this city, where he 
still hoaApterests. His selection is made 
from a list of about four hundred appli­ 
cants for this position, many of them being 
men of prominence. Major Rathbone is a 
stepson of the late United States Senator 
Ira Harris of New York. His wife is a 
daughter of Mr. Atherton, one of the Cali­ 
fornia pioneers, and a lady of rare attain­ 
ments. He is now President of the Blood 
Horse Association of California, an associa­ 
tion composed of the most enterprising and 
wealthy citizens of the Golden State, also a 
Director of the Union Club, of San Fran­ 
cisco, and an honorary member of several 
of the leading clubs of New York.

CLOSING PU B L IC LANDS. 
T he O rd e r for D estroying F en ces In IVy- 
om fng T errito ry . 
W ashington, May 18th.—[Special.]— 
The immediate cause of the call for troops 
to aid in the ileMruciion of fenc s in Wyo­ 
ming was the failure of the firms of 
Windsor & Cable and Davidson Bros., 
whose ranches lie 47 miles northwest of 
Cheyenne, to remove their fences under an 
order made January 28,1887. Edward A. 
Bowers, one of the special Inspectors of 
Public Lands for the Secretary of the In­ 
terior. last December directed that these 
firms (one of which had seven and the 
other about twenty sections inclosed) cut 
their fences. They applied to the Secre­ 
tary for time until June 1st. He gave them 
until May 1st. Un the 27th of April they 
iiad torn down all their fences except the 
partition line between the two farms, 
which was owned jointly by two firms. As 
one ol the Davidsons was away, and Cable, 
of the other firm, could not he seen, both 
firms refused to take down their fence un­ 
til a consultation could be had. Mr. Bow­ 
ers asked for final instructions, and will 
have a troop of cavalry at his back in a week. 
These lands are outside of the Union Pa­ 
cific land grant, which causes such great 
complications in fencing after cattlemen 
have purchased the odd sections from the 
railroad companies, and nearly one-half in 
the above inclosure has been entered.by. 
actual settlers.

MR. CARNEGIE’S LETTER. 


Andrew Carnegie’s sp irited letter de­ 
clining to contribute to th e Q ueen's jubilee 
fund has th e ring of intense patriotism . 
F-uch stirrin g words from a naturalized 
citizen warm s th e blood and stinginglv re­ 
bukes such of th e pessim istic native-born 
as go about doubting the perm anency of 
republican institutions and m oaning over 
th e supposed decay of the patriotic spirit 
As !o th e question of the propriety of 
A m ericans contributing to funds for cele­ 
brating 
m onarchical anniversaries, the 
general judgm ent will be th a t it is a m at­ 
ter m ainly of personal taste. 
Il can 
scarcely l>e said th at A m ericanism has es­ 
tablished any code of ethics th a t of n e­ 
cessity should regulate th e m anifestations 
of th e sym pathies. 
If a naturalized c iti­ 
zen, once a subject of E ngland, entertains 
such respect for Q ueen V ictoria th a t he 
feels the prom pting to contribute so strong 
as to ju stily h im in adding to th e jubilee 
celebration fund, it ought not to be taken 
as im plying th a t he is therefore dis­ 
loyal to th e A m erican sentim ent. 
On the 
o th er hand, if, as is the case w ith M r. C ar­ 
negie, he conceives tliat contribution on 
his p art to such endsam ounts to an uttered 
doubt of his own iutegritv as an A m erican 
citizen, and is a reproach to the vows he 
lias taken, his conduct w ill have the 
heartie st approval of th e A m erican peo­ 
ple, and it will not be in good taste for 
E nglishm en to rebuke 
him . 
So, then, 
looked a t from both sides, it cannot be said 
th at the action first suggested is a reproach 
t i A m erica, or th a t th e last indicated is a 
leproach to th e E nglish. 
T he la tte r is, as 
in th e case of M r. Carnegie, a strong m ani­ 
festation of love for th e dem ocratic princi­ 
ple and an expression of equally strong dis­ 
like of m onarchical forms and systems. To 
th at extent it flatters A m erican pride and 
stirs th e patriotic blood, and in our opin­ 
ion bespeaks the possession of good taste. 
E nglish subjects attend the dinners given 
by A m erican residents 
in E ngland in 
com m em oration of A m erican independ­ 
ence. 
They do 
not hesitate 
to 
ex­ 
press 
th e ir 
adm iration 
on 
such 
occasions for A m erica and her institutions, 
and probably no one in E ngland looks 
upon them as acting w ith any im propriety 
in doing so. 
V et, if they refused to do 
th is it would not rest w ith us to reproach 
them . 
M r. C arnegie’s rule for himself, 
then, is not to lie taken as the inflexible 
rule for all naturalized E nglishm en—since 
we m iM accord to them th at th ey may 
celebrate V ictoria's ju b ilee and still be 
perfectly laithful in sp irit and action to 
A m erican principles. For som ething m ust 
be conceded to the instinctive love for 
fatherland. 
Men do not wholly blot out 
th e ir memories of home, or entirely divorce 
th eir hearts from tender m em ories of the 
soil of th eir nativ ity and th e civilization 
o! w hich th ey arc the product, by sw ear­ 
ing allegiance to another G overnm ent. 
Some do very nearly so dissever th eir 
sym pathies and become th e im placable 
opponent* ot th e ir native land, and no one 
finds any fault w ith them for it. 
W here, 
however, A m erican citizenship is taken up 
only as a convenient cloak; w here it th in ly 
disguise' a sentim ent th at is stronger f< r 
th e old lh au the new allegiance; w here it 
is assumed only as a form and w ithout 
sincerity or conviction, it m erits reproach 
and loathing. 
A bandonm ent o f mon- 
arehial governm ent from sincere convic­ 
tion >f its essential wrong to hum an beings, 
ot its violation of the fundam ental p rin ­ 
ciples underlying hum an liberty, inspires 
th e respect and plaudits o f all lovers of 
free governm ent. 
Such is Mr. C arnegie’s 
case. 
H e 
an A m erican from principle, 
and so ueeplv impressed w ith th e solemn i ty 
and im portance of his obligations th a t lie 
feels called upon to reprove all naturalized 
citizens who m anifest any sym pathy w hat­ 
ever w ith things at all related to m onarch­ 
ism . 
To him it is hateful, and a great 
wrong. 
H e abhors the idea of aristocracv, 
and denies to any the rig h t hy descent to 
rule. 
H is incisive rebuke to th e Knglisli- 
A m ericar - of New Y ork for im jiorting a 
C anadian to preside at th e celebration and 
deliver the address w ill lie w arm ly in ­ 
dorsed, and bring confusion upon th e pro­ 
m oters of th e jubilation.

T he speaker then referred to the boule­ 
vard project, and said th at two years ago 
he spent several weeks in trying to carry 
the undertaking through, but, though lie 
was authorized to subscribe $50,000, he 
could do nothing, on account of th e jeal­ 
ousies of th e property ow ners.

cated th e filthy condition of the m ain bus­ 
iness streets, saying there were enough old 
boots, scraps of paper, etc.. on W ashington 
street, between Seventh and E ighth, to load 
the Great E astern.

I n te r s ta t e L a w s.

T h e W i n e I n d u s t r y .— A dispatch from 
W ashington eays that U nited States Con­ 
sul Rosevelt, at Bordeaux, has been m ak­ 
ing an exhaustive study into the w ine in ­ 
dustry of France. 
T he results of his 
observations are sum m ed up as follows in 
a recent report to the-S iate D ep artm en t: 
“ T here is abundant expert testim ony that 
as good wines can be produced in Califor­ 
nia as in France. 
Last year, w hile in the 
U nited States. I daily used California claret 
and occaeiouly the w hite wine from the 
sam e State, and I do not hesitate to say 
th at I found them superior to the sam e 
grade o f wines com m only consum ed here. 
It m ust be adm itted that France a t present 
produces finer w ines th an have yet been 
m ade in the U nited States, bu t this fact is 
entirely due to years of experience, exceed­ 
ing care and th e technical skill employed, 
and not, as is claim ed by the French, to 
superior advantages of soil and clim ate. 
T he w ine industry in the U nited States 
has, ow ing to its wide latitude, as is attested 
by th e pure and agreeable wines produced 
in V irginia, as weli as in California, a 
b rilliant future. 
In view of this fact, there 
is no reasonable doubt tb at in tim e there 
will be brands of our native wines as 
famous and as m uch iu dem and as those 
of th em o st celebrated vineyards of France.” 


E n jo in ed from .S ellin g W a te r -T hom as 
Cloke, adm inistrator of the estate of Jo h n 
P. H ickey, deceased, to w hich the Cedar 
Creek Canal belongs, w hich supplies a 
portion of the m ines of D utch F lat’ district, 
Placer county, has been enjoined from sell­ 
ing w ater for m ining purposes w hen it is to 
be discharged through nozzles. 
T he effect 
of the injunction, it it holds good, will be 
to prevent all gravel m ining in th at section, 
not even perm itting the use of hydraulic 
nozzles in cleaning bedrock, w hich is not 
hydraulic m ining in th e sense understood 
by m iners. 
A case will be m ade on this 
injunction, w hich will be carried to the 
Suprem e Court of th e S ta te — fitass Vallen 
Union. 


The W oodland M ail of yesterday had the 
follow ing: T he unlucky accident at the 
race-track last Friday, in w hich a m are 
belonging to Mr. P arker Lad one of her 
legs broken, w hile rounding the first short 
turn, is regarded by m any as a singular 
coincidence. 
Several years ago th e first 
race-eourse, a half-m ile track, was b uilt in 
the field ju st south of th e location of the 
present one. 
In the first running race of 
an y im portance there Mr. P arker backed 
one of his own horses, w hich, iu rounding 
the first tu rn , slipped and broke its leg in 
the sam e m anner as in the recent instance.

THE HOP QUESTION. 


T h e O u tlo o k fo r th e S e a so n ’s Y ie ld —T h e 
B o o t in ju r y . 
T he E m m et W eils H op R eport for M ay 
9th gives the follow ing inform ation con­ 
cerning th e outlook for the hop yield the 
present year, and also the general condition 
of v in e s: 
Prices have som ew hat receded, so th at 
now we can call 20 cents about th e top 
figure for an ything on offer. 
It is believed, 
however, th a t if m any m ore G erm an hops 
are required by our brew ers to carry them 
through th e season they will have’to pay 
m ore m oney for fresh im portations, as 
supplies in G erm any are ru n n in g very 
short, an d prices iu th at country are ad­ 
vancing. 
R ather a strange feature of the m arket is 
th e extrem e dullness in A m erican y ear­ 
lings, tine lots of w hich are offered as low 
as 10 cents w ithout m eeting purchasers. 
1880 “ States” are in sm all supply and very 
irregular in q u a lity ; in fact the bulk of 
this stock is so poor and undesirable th at 
brewers do not care to look a t sam ples. 
W e saw a very fine lin e of Pacifies sold 
last week dow n to 10 cents, about as fine as 
anything on the m arket. 
It really looked 
like a forced sale, for we know th at choice 
W ashington T erritory are held at 20 cents. 
G erm an im portations have alm ost ceased; 
the arrivals for the last two weeks are less 
than 400 bales. T he root scare don’t seem 
to have produced any effect upon this 
m arket so far, from w hich it is verv evi­ 
dent brewers do not fear a lack of supplies. 
But our Pacific coast friends are verv ju­ 
bilant over the present rath er discouraging 
outlook for this State, and for the present 
are declining all further offers o f contract. 
T hey believe an o th er failure, or even a 
partial failure, of th e crop here m eans 
higher prices for th e m ; and w hile we th in k 
the ground m ay be well taken, we would 
advise them not to lose sight of the fact 
that G erm any has beeen, and will continue 
to be, a very strong com petitor of th e Pa­ 
cific coast. 
T he G overnm ent tax of 8 cents 
per pound on foreign hops does not seem to 
be a very form idable barrier against these 
hops com ing here: besides, th e ocean freight 
is considerable less th an charged by the 
Pacific railroads. 
T he root question has been th e all­ 
absorbing topic in the trade here since the 
first hop h ill was uncovered in A pril. 
The general belief that the severe ordeal 
through w hich the vines passed last season, 
and th e sapping they received 
hy the 
ravages of the insect, would so weaken the 
roots as to cause them to die, resulting in a 
wholesale destruction of yards in this State 
th is sp rin g ; hu t facts thus far disclosed 
show th at w hile thousands of acres in old 
yards have been plowed under, new yards 
have stood th e w inter very well, and will 
produce som e hops. 
T he decrease in the 
acreage will not full m uch short of 33J per 
cent. 
Som e are of the opinion that m any 
w eak yards will not survive the m onth of 
June, and th at then we will see a consider­ 
able m ore plow ing out, but this view m ay be 
rather prem ature and speculative. 
T he 
vine on the Pacific Gonst is already nearly 
h alf way up the poles, and give prom ises 
of 70,000 to 80,000 bales of hops. 
T he 
acreage in W ashington T erritory w ill be 
increased this season one-third. 


S ta te F ish C o m m issio n e r s. 
A nother m eeting o f th e Board of Fish 
Com m issioners was held at San Francisco 
Tuesday, all th e m em bers present. 
T he follow ing persons were appointed 
D eputy F ish Com missioners, w ith power to 
m ake arrests, but w ithout an y authority to 
collect licenses : 
H . F. Peckham of W at­ 
sonville, Jo h n Rawds, of M onterey, an d J. 
S. Gerard, of W oodbridge, San Joaquin 
county. 
A petition signed by a num ber of fisher­ 
m en engaged in business at Benicia was 
presented, asking th at a num ber of coal 
vessels in the straits near th at place be re­ 
m oved, as they interfere w ith fishing oper­ 
ations. 
It was resolved to inquire into the 
m atter. 
T he claim s of ex-Fisli Com m issioner R. 
H . B uckingham for $133 and S. P. Muslin, 
ex-Seeretarv of the Board, for $75 were 
rejected. T here is no m oney appropriated 
to pay black claim s, and these gentlem en 
will have to look for relief through the 
passage of deficiency bills. 
Captain W illage' of the State steam er 
G overnor Stonem au, was instructed to in ­ 
quire into the cost of procuring a less ex­ 
pensive -esscl for patrol purposes. 
T he 
Com m issioners consider $G00 a m onth too 
extravagant an outlay for the w ork now 
done by the steam er. 
T he Board decided to rem ove from office 
Jo h n R. Lewis, and adopted th e following: 
Sesotved, T h at th e office o f C ontroller o f L i­ 
censes, held now by Jo h n K. L ew is, is hereb y 
d eclared v acan t, as w e do not consider h im 
co m p eten t to perform th e d u ties of it is office. 
Jlcsolrcd, T h at his au th o rity as D eputy Eish 
C om m issioner an d C ollector o f Licenses ceases 
from th is d ate, 17tli o f May, 1887. 
We also notify h im to tn m o v e ra ll liis licenses, 
books am i tin tags to th e P resid en t of th e Board 
o f F ish C om m issioners. 
Deputy Fish Com m issioner Jo h n S. Bonn 
was authorized to collect fish licenses in 
the San Francisco district. 
The Board granted Captain Todm an per­ 
m ission to establish a private fish hatchery 
at Lake Talioe. 
C om plaints were filed concerning the 
dum ping o f saw dust into th e Truckee 
river at Lake Tahoe. 
C om m issioners 
llo u tier and Sherwood 
were authorized to visit the above-nam ed 
places and investigate the com plaints. 
Ex-Senator A. P . W illiam s said he de­ 
sired to co-operate w ith the Com m issioners 
in th eir efforts to enforce the laws for the 
preservation of fish. H e com plained of the 
lack of fish ladders on the N orth F ork of 
the F eather river, near Big Meadows. 
Jo h n B utler m ade th e sam e com plaint in 
regard to Paper M ill 
creek, in M arin 
county. 
J. Dolan com plained of obstructions in 
the Y uba river, near W ashington, Nevada 
county. 
W . P. W illard urged upon the Com m is­ 
sion the desirability of propagating salm on 
trout. 
Mr. W illard also called the attention of 
the Board to the fact th at near B ailey’s 
Soda Springs on the Sacram ento river, 
there was a saw m ill w hich was dum ping a 
lot of rubbish into the stream and poison­ 
ing the fish. 


D ividing th e S poils.—Consul Bee is in 
hot w ater. 
H e is cha ged w ith appropriat­ 
ing $4,0<JO of the $173,000 set aside by Con­ 
gress for the paym ent of th e alleged dam a­ 
ges incident to the ejectm ent o f the Chinese 
from Rock Springs. 
T his allow ance is said 
to have been m ade bv W ong C hin Foo, the 
Chinese Consul of Hew Y ork, who also 
lum ped in a sum of $10,400 as “ necessary 
expenses.” 
Bee denies th at he received 
any m oney for extra services rendered, and 
says that the only fee paid was to an attor­ 
ney in W ashington, w ho received $1,000. 
The total cost to th e Chinese was less than 
$7,000, o f w hich $2.000 was sent by m er­ 
chants of this city. 
Bee gives these figures 
him self, and is anxious to know “ w ho got 
the cheese ?”— s'. F. Post.

Everywhere 
throughout the city the 
spirit of awakening enterprise is manifest. 
The public sentim ent is practically a unit 
in favor of the effort being made to secure 
greater harm ony of endeavor in developing 
suburban Sacramento, and inducing desir­ 
able im migrants to come and settle near 
the borders of the city. It is, in fact, 
almost a one-sided question, and the ob­ 
jectors are so few, and their opposition so 
selfish and unworthy, as to excite ridicule. 
The one rem aining thing to do is to secure 
organization and the commencement of the 
work. The expression of scores of citi­ 
zens was to the effect that several associa­ 
tions should at once be formed to secure 
refusal of tracts, plot them, reserve aven­ 
ues, etc., and secure the location of colo­ 
nies, and dispose likewise of small tracts to 
home people as they desire, always coup­ 
ling with such schemes cheap and rapid 
transit and good roadways. Very few in­ 
deed have been met who do not deem the 
the scheme feasible, and all agree that 
nowhere in all the interior are there greater 
advantages for or stronger invitation to 
home-seekers than right here. 


C. W. CLARKE, 
The well-known land owner, was strongly 
of the opinion that the vicinity of Sacra­ 
mento offers the very best and most invit­ 
ing locations. They are no lands, said he, 
better situated, more productive generally, 
or better favored by climate. The whole 
section, he is confident, will certainly fill 
up. W ater can be had easily and in plenty, 
and there is scarcely a ten-acre tract to be 
located east and north and northeast of the 
city that will not yield to the industrious 
man a good living, and make garden spots 
for homes. He was firmly impressed that 
the effort to colonize is the right way to 
bring about the desired end. It had worked 
well in Fresno and will here. 


E. O. BLESSING 
Believed the filling up of suburban Sacra­ 
mento to be so desirable as to not even 
constitute au open question. 
But Air. 
Blessing thought the first thing to do and 
to precede all others, is to arouse local 
spirit to local improvements, lie pointed 
out m any of these, along J and K streets, 
and indicated where a little effort and a 
good deal of public spirit will make aston­ 
ishing improvements that will result most 
beneficially to the city, and he followed by 
immediate financial 
benefit.

things and willingness too, but a lack of 
organization anti unity of purpose. 
laical 
jealousies among real estate people, and the 
unwise policy of belittling each other's 
efforts he looked upon as grave hindrances, 
but these can be overcome if the public- 
spirited will unite ami declare against 
them. Instances were cited by Mr. Bless­ 
ing of several public improvements that 
had been balked for want of this unitv in 
the community. 


L . 
F . BASSETT, 
City Engineer, had no doubt of the feasi­ 
bility oí small tract and colonizing schemes 
being successful. He pointed out that our 
suburban lands are unsurpassed for pro­ 
ductiveness, and that water is under them 
all in plenty, to be applied to the surface as 
needed at very small cost. H e entertained 
the opinion that the purchase of the Sacra­ 
mento and Amador canal property and its 
diversion to irrigation purposes could be 
made the means of great wealth and a large 
suburban population. 


COLONEL E. R. HAMILTON 
Reduced his views to writing as follows : 
The way to boom Sacramento is to 
form an irrigation district (under the 
W right 
bill, passed 
by the 
Legisla­ 
ture at the last session), comprising the 
land hounded by the American river on the 
north, the Cosumnes or Dry creek on the 
south, and the Sacramento river on the 
west. Raise the necessary funds, and run 
a canal from the American river, near Fol­ 
som, in a southerly direction across the 
county, with lateral ditches the proper dis­ 
tance apart running west toward the Sacra­ 
mento river, thus irrigating the principal 
portion of the county, and m aking it a 
garden-spot, and at comparative small cost. 
Then your customers will come in. Your 
larger landholders will subdivide their 
larger holdings, and the county will fill up 
with a thrifty population. 
Roads will be 
built, villages created, quick communica­ 
tion secured, aud land now selling from $20 
to $50 per acre, will be worth and sell from 
$100 to $500 per acre. 
Then let the citizens of Sacramento city 
wake up, paint their dwellings white, not 
the dirty brown now so much in vogue, re­ 
arrange their old, tumble-down, irregular 
looking awnings 0 11 J and K streets, and 
build them after the style of the awning of 
Weinstock & Lubin’s, corner K and Four*' 
streets, lay new sidewalks in cement, paint 
the fronts of their stores above the awn­ 
ings, remove the canvas and other signs 
from across the sidewalks, gravel the cen­ 
ters of all the principal streets with the 
cement and gravel easily obtained near the 
city, so as to make good driveways both 
winter and summer. 
Press the loaters and pimps and thieves 
now in the County Jail into the chain- 
gang, and make them earn their support 
in keeping the streets and alleys clean and 
tidy. 
Run the sewage of the city to a point at 
R and Front streets, and conduct it in a 
sewer pipe along the levee down the river 
and dispose of it to the gardeners below 
the citv. 
Build a suitable hotel, fronting on Cap­ 
itol Park, to accommodate tourists and 
others wishing to spend the winter with 
us, thus giving them line views from their 
windows, line promenades, with the use 
of the State Library and Crocker Art Gal­ 
lery, and our nice, well-kept drives both 
sum m er and winter. 
When all this is done—and it can be at 
a comparatively small cost to the benefit 
derived—then will our City of the Plains 
boom, and tbe business and residence prop­ 
erty increase from two to live times its 
present value. New lines of business will 
be started, our wholesale and retail trade 
will be enlarged, our churches and theaters 
will be belter supported—all of which en­ 
courages the thrifty and intelligent people 
of the East to come and enjoy life with us 
under our vine and fig trees. 


A PLACER COONTY OPINION. 
Placer, El Dorado, Amador and Yolo 
are legitimately within the outer district 
of-suburban Sacramento, and are contrib­ 
utors of the highest impottanee to our 
trade and general prosperity. The follow­ 
ing views of a well-known citizen of Col­ 
fax. who desires the awakening of public 
spirit to extend into Placer, even more 
prominently than atpreseut. will be read 
with interest. C. Fremont writes from 
Colfax : 
“ I fully agree with 
Mr. D., of Xev 
England Mills, in reference to the neces­ 
sity oí more energy and ‘ push ’ on the 
part of our people in 
Piacer county 
in order that the people outside of her 
borders may know that we are not selfish 
nor inclined to hermitage, but that on the 
contrary we bofh desire and need their 
help in developing the grand natural and 
far superior resources of these hills. 
“ We have the essentials for rich, healthy 
and happy homes to offer them . These es­ 
sentials consist of wood in abundance, 
water of the best quality, soil second to 
none in the State, and—what shall we say ? 
a climate as fine and healthy as any in the 
world. Acquaint the people of the N orth­ 
west and East with these facts, coupled 
with the equally true and im portant one 
that any kind of semi-tropical frnits can be 
successfully grown here. Also add to these 
that we produce the hest quality of apples 
and pears in the State. Make these facts 
known, and much of the great tide of im ­ 
migration now pouring into the southern 
part of the State will turn northward, 
where as good land—and all other things 
equal—can be had for less than half the 
money that they would have to pay there. 
“ We have much land in our county yet 
subject to homestead entry that is well 
worth the taking. Placer also has grand 
and beautiful m ountain scenery, sufficient 
to satisfy the most fantastic lover of nature. 
Also game in abundance may be found for 
the lover of the chase. In fact, while we 
may say nothing ill of any part of our 
grand commonwealth, yet we feel that 
enough good is not being said, very loud at 
least, of Placer county. 
“ Let our brother ranchmen do something. 
Let townsmen do something. Help all of 
you to increase the im migration to our 
p irt of the country, and the time will soon 
come when these hills, instead of being the 
favorite resort and hiding-place of the owl 
and coyote, will be the thriving and beau­ 


tiful habitation of industrious tillers of the 
fertile soil.” 


WHAT IS BEING DONE ON THE NORTH. 
It is timely to here state that Messrs. 
Clark, W illiams and Sm ith have 100 men 
now engaged upon the American river 
canal, and the work of putting it in com­ 
plete repair will be finished w ithin the 
month. Th¡3 canal is over thirty miles in 
length. It will supply water to all the 
Cardwell tract opposite Folsom, and all the 
lands from there down, and as far back as 
Roseville. The canal is being widened,

Those interested in the scheme say they 
have already a large demand for the water, 
and believe they will be able to dispose of 
every inch of it, aud that the result of their 
scheme will be very speedily to people all 
these fine lands with a large industrious 
population.

OUR SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


Colonel W aring V isits Sacram ento and 
E xam ines as to O ur N eeds. 
Colonel George E. W aring. Jr., the widely 
celebrated sanitary engineer, and author of 
the modem Sewerage system of Paris, and 
those of many other prom inent cities, 
spent the entire day yesterday in Sacra­ 
mento making an investigation, with a 
view to recommending a plan for improv­ 
ing the sewerage system of our city. 
In 
company with City Engineer Bassett, he 
was driven over the city iu the morning 
and made an examination of our present 
system : examined the maps and the pro­ 
files of the same, to gain a knowledge of 
the general topography of the city and the 
lines and grades of existing sewers. Sub 
sequently there was a general consultation 
upon the subject iu the ofliee of the City 
Engineer, at which the City Trustees were 
present and took part. 
The question as to the advisability of 
utilizing the present system of our sewers 
and improving it, or abandoning it to sur­ 
face drainage only, and adding a separate 
system for house drainage, was discussed 
at leDgth. 
It was estimated, as an approx­ 
imation, that the cost of introducing aa en­ 
tire new system for house drainage for the 
thickly populated portions of the city would 
be about $75,000. 
This would be inde­ 
pendent of the cost of branch sewers 
through the various blocks, the cost of 
which would bepahl by special assessment, 
as at present. 
The other method would be to improve 
and utilize the present sewers as far as 
possible, applying a new system of sewer­ 
age to those portions of the city that can­ 
not he readily reached under our present 
system. 
No definite estimate was made as 
to the cost under this plan, hut it was 
shown that a great saving would be thereby 
made and a good system obtained. 
The result of the conference was iu favor 
of this plan of procedure, but Colonel SVar- 
iug recommended that the City Engiueer 
prepare plans and estimates under the 
various methods discussed, with a view to 
finding the probable cost of each, before a 
definite line oí action is adopted. 
Colonel W aring did not have time to 
m ature a formal report, hut became con­ 
versant with the entire situation, and will 
write out a report hereafter and send it to 
our city authorities. 
The subject of disposing of our sewage, 
on account of the absence of fall, or natural 
drainage, was one which occupied much 
attention and was regarded as a m atter of 
great difficulty. The conclusiou reached 
by Colonel| W aring was that to secure au 
efficient relief from our present objection­ 
able cesspool and sewage system it would 
be necessary to resort to constant pumping. 
After completing his investigation of 
affairs in this city, Colonel W aring and 
Mr. Bassett visited the County Hospital to 
witness the workings of the Shone system 
in use there, and it was regarded as very 
satisfactory. 
Colonel W aring left for the 
East last evening.
